16. (Currently amended) A method for assessing risk of Alzheimer's Disease in a 
subject, which method comprises: 

determining a level of anti-B-amyloid-42 (A6 42 ) antibody in a biological sample 
selected from the group consisting of blood, serum, and plasma and c e r e bral spinal fluid from 
a subject, wherein the subject does not exhibit symptoms of cognitive dysfunction or memory 
dysfunction, 

comparing a level of anti-AB 42 antibody in a biological sample, to a normal level 
determined from an average of the level of anti-AlJ 42 antibody in a biological sample from a 
population consisting of age-matched normal subjects who do not show any symptoms of 
associated with Alzheimer's Disease, wherein a lower level in the biological sample from the 
subject indicates the risk of Alzheimer's Disease. 

17. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 16, wherein the subject 
is from a family that has a member or members with familial Alzheimer's Disease. 
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18. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 16, wherein the subject 
is in his or her seventh or eighth decade of life.
